It is respectfully 
submitted that the amendment of Claim 24 distinguishes that claim from Janessen. CO 

It was stated in the telephone conference, mat the Applicant plans to file a 
Supplemental Preliminary Amendment to address other issues in the Final Office Action.

24. (Twice Amended) Device for processing poultry carcasses or parts 
thereof, comprising a conveyor having supports for retaining the carcasses or parts 
thereof, said conveyor is provided with means for leading the supports past processing 
installations, wherein die device has a skinner for skinning the carcasses or parts thereof, 
said skinner has skin [gripping means and discharge means for ejecting the skin] for 
actively ejecting the skin from the skin gripping means.
